CHILDREN'S HABITS.

Habits formed in childhood are 
very difficult to break. The younger 
the child, the more quickly a habit is 
formed. 

Their having been so 
limited, they very quickly become ac- 
customed to almost any new diversion 
that may come their way. Many 
little things that, at the time, seem 
trivial, will have a severe effect in af- 
ter years, 

One of the worst habits that a 
young child forms is that of thumb 
sucking. Many mothers would rather 
have the baby quiet than dissatisfied 
with life in general and raising Cain. 
But the pacifying of the youngster by 
this method will causc,a great deal 
of difficulty. 

When a child sucks its thumb. it 
pushes the roof of the mouth upward 
so that it makes a very-high arch; and 
as the roof of the mouth is the floor 
of the nose, the pasal space is reduc- 
ed and the’ septum of the nose is 
pushed over either to the right or to 
the left—usually to the left. 

The upper teeth in front, along 
with the bone in which they are im- 
bedded, are pushed forward and up- 
ward, and the lower front teeth and 
the surrounding bone are pushed in- 
ward and downward. 

Medicated dentifrices should not be 
used by children. =What they need 
is just thorough scrubbing of the 
teeth twice each day with clean water 
and a mild, pleasant tooth paste or 
powder.

A recent case of cattle driv- 
ing in this district having come 
to our knowledge, in which the 
owner did not recover the com- 
plete herd for several weeks, 
and in which he (generously, 
we consider) waived his right 
to prosecute, though ample 
proof of the offender's guilt had 
been secured, we deem it to be 
opportune and instructive to 
publish the following extracts 
from the Criminal Code, which 
may act-deterrently to others 
similarly inclined to take the 
law into their own hatide:- 


Sect. 70. Everyone who coun- 
sele....another person to be a 
party to-an offence of which 
that person is afterwards guilty 
is a party to that offence...... 

Sect. 392 Every one ls guilty 
of an indictable offence and 
liable to three years imprison- 
ment who,—- 


(a) without the consent of the 
owner thereof fraudulently 
takea, holds, keeps in his-pos- 
session™.... or fraudulently 
causes er procures, or assists in 
the taking possession...... of 
any cattle which are found a- 
stray, 


Sect. 501 Everyone is guilty 
of an oflence...... and liable on 
conviction to a fine not exceed- 
ond-hundred dollars, or to three 
months imprisonment, with or 
without bard labour, who, 
wrongfully and without lawful 
authority, with a view to vom- 
pel any other person to abstain 
from doing anything which he 
has a lawful right to do......
